DETAILS RELEASED 


London, Mar. 21. 


Details of a new Anglo-French plan for world 
disarmament, calling for a new approach which 
would gradually eliminate the threat of atomic 
warfare, were disclosed tonight. 

The measures for this, and other disarmament 
projects, would be supervised by a 16-nation com- 
mittee which could suspend all disarmament the 
moment it thought that world peace was threaten- 
Even the United Nations Security Council 
would have no power to override such a “blanket 
suspension” order of the committee. 


Then nuclear raw material 
production for military pur- 
poses would cease, 

THIRD PHASE 


* The first step under this 
phose would be the 
prohibition of the nuclear 
wenpons testd, This. would be 
follawed by the banning of ull 
nuclear weapon production, 
The next 25 per cent of the

Persons who, by reason of 
paralytic disease of tho brain or 
spinal cord, havo lost the cough 
réflex, are prone to dle of pneu- 
monia because thelr lungs .are 
unprotected, One of the. im- 
portant procedures in treating 
pollo patients is to keep’ the 
fula out of their lungs. A 
cough machine which produces 
the coughing action in ‘persons 
otherwise unnble to cough,’ has 
teen developed for use in treat. 
ment of such emergencics, © 


Coughing is prominent in a 
number of discases, beginning 
with the common cold which 
has invaded the lower breathing’ 
tubes, Measles, whooping cough, 
pnetimonia, and chronic bronchi- 
tls usually include coughing. 
This tpye of cough fs produced 
bythe accumulation of: exces- 
sive eteretions Jn the bronchial 
tubes, and It ip a very .im- 
portant measure for removing 
these accumulations. 

In such Instances the doctor 
may not wish to control the 
coughing too thoroughly, but he 
will try to alter the quality of 
the sceretions so that they may 
be coughed out as easily ag pos- 
aible, to control pain which may 
accompany the cough, and. to 
reduce the harshness and fre- 
quency of coughing to ollow ‘the 
patient more rest, particularly 
at night. 

It should now be ¢vident that | 
cough medicines are not cifec- 
tive for all persons in the same 
way,’ There is no ‘set: formula 
for of1 coughs or ‘alt coughing 
persons. Age, condition and 
the type of Infection ag well as 
the type of cough make a.dif- 
ference. Let your doctor ypre- 
setibe your cough and 
tell you how to usar it.
